BIRTHS 

Twenty-six  births,  15  males  and  11  females,  were  registered  during  the  year. 
The  crude  birth  rate  of  7*9  and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  of  14*3  per  1,000 
compared  with  9*8  and  15.8  respectively  for  1965*

National  Health  Service.  The  Preesall  Urban  District  is  in  Division  No,  3 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Service  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council,

The  County  Council  conducts  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  the  Parochial  Hall, 
Lancaster  Road,  Preesall,  at  2  p.m.  each  THURSDAY.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


There  are  1441  houses  in  your  district  and  all  now  have  supply  of  water  from  the 
lyide  Water  Board*  s  Mains. 

All  but  116  houses,  which  are  a  long  distance  from  the  Sewers,  are  connected  to 
the  Sewerage  System. 

There  are  1470  Water  Closets,  17  Pail  Closets  and  4  Privies. 

House  Refuse  is  colledted  weekly  by  the  Council  Lorry,  a  Karrier  Bantam  Dual-Tip 
Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  and  the  refuse  is  tipped  on  the  controlled  System  on 
to  low  lying  ground.  Pail  Closet  contents  are  put  on  the  tip  and  covered  by  the 
House  Refuse. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION. 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  reported  visiting  289  premises,  the  discovery  of  12 
defects,  9  of  which  were  remedied  after  informal  notification. 

SHOPS  ACTS.  There  are  51  premises  in  the  district  used  as  shops  and  all  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  as  regards  sanitary  conveniences,  temperatures,  ventilation 
and  comfort  of  assistants  where  employed.  The  Cafes  and  Restaurants  were  seen 
to  be  clean  and  well  conducted.  Clubs  and  Licensed  premises  were  also  satisfactory. 


PISH  FRYERS.  The  premises  of  the  3  Pish  Fryers  are  clean  and  in  very  good  order. 

SCHOOLS.  The  three  schools  were  satisfactory  as  to  premises  and  conveniences. 

The  water  supply  was  also  satisfactory  when  visited. 

FACTORIES.  There  are  22  premises  registered  under  the  Factory  Act,  I96I,  including 
a  Salt  Works  Power  House,  Corn  Mill,  Bakeries,  Garages  and  Joiners'  Shops. 


DUST  BINS.  7  IXist  Bins  were  supplied  and  charged  to  the  Owners  of  properties. 
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TENTS,  VMS,  SHEDS  ETC.  Premises  of  this  description  are  not  continously  occupied, 
six  sites  are  licensed  for  stationing  van-dwellings  and  tents  for  the  Summer 
season  only.  Byelaws  have  Been  adopted  for  the  control  of  moveable  dwellings. 
Lavatory  accommodation  is  provided  and  Eylde  Water  is  laid  on  to  each  site.  The 
sites  are  well  conducted  and  are  kept  very  clean  and  tidy.  There  was  a  temporary 
camp  occupied  by  the  Church  Lads  Brigade  which  was  inspected  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector.  During  the  summer  period  the  population  of  the  district  is  increased 
by  20$  by  persons  living  on  the  sites. 

PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS. 


The  Urban  District  is  mainly  agricultural  and  is  well  served  by  the  Lancashire 
Agricultural  Executive  Services  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pe3ts  Act,  1949* 

The  Council’ s  Refuse  tips  have  had  constant  attention  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 


Seventy  five  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise. 

Inspection  was  made  of  6  houses  and  all  defects  received  attention  after  informal 
notice. 

A  classification  of  houses  in  your  area  shows  that  73  are  large  houses,  3  are 

inns,  40  are  farmsteads,  34  are  houses  and  shops,  1091  are  small  modem  houses,  184  are 

good  older  houses,  16  poor  type  but  habitable. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD. 


Sampling  of  Milk  and  Poods  is  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  60  milk 
samples  and  22  ice  cream  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Preston  by  this  Authority.  The  results  were  as  follows  s-

Samples  are  also  taken  by  the  Officers  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

There  are  3  dairies  in  the  district. 

The  rest  of  the  farms  in  the  area  produce  milk  Which  is  collected  by  lorries  and 
conveyed  to  depots  outside  the  district. 

There  are  3  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  district  and  samples  were  submitted 
for  tests. 

There  are  no  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district.  Two  Butchers’  Shops  are  inspected 
regularly. 

The  four  Bakehouses  in  the  district  are  satisfactory. 

Pood  premises  are  licensed  under  the  Lancashire  County  Couhcil  (Rivers  Board  and 
General  Powers)  Act,  1939 >  under  Sections  115  and  116. 
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Purveyors  of  Ice  cream  are  registered. 

Hawkers  are  also  licensed  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and 
General  Powers)  Act,  1939*
